Chemical  Industry 

T.U.C.  AND  "LITTLE  NEDDY" 

ABOUT  sixty  full-time  trade  union 
officers  connected  with  the  chemical 
industry  attended  a  conference  in  Lon- 
don on  May  25  to  hear  from  trade- 
union  members  serving  the  Economic 
Development  Committee  for  the  Che- 
mical Industry  about  the  work  of  the 
E.D.C.  Suggestions  were  sought  on 
ways  and  means  of  increasing  produc- 
tivity within  the  industry  especially  in 
the  light  of  the  manpower  report 
which  showed  that  output  per  man  in 
North  America  was  two  to  three  times 
greater  than  in  Britain  (see  C.  &  D., 
April  8,  p.  322).  Mr.  F.  Catherwood 
(director  general,  National  Economic 
Development  office),  said  he  believed 
that  the  chemical  industry  had  cut  back 
too  far  in  capital  investment  in  1961 
which  resulted  in  the  country  having 
to  import  many  chemicals  which  ought 
to  have  been  produced  here.  During 
the  discussion  one  member  called  for 
better  statistical  information  on  im- 
ports. He  said  it  was  impossible  to 
ascertain  the  quantities  involved  as 
they  were  bunched  together  in  broad 
categories.  Mr.  Catherwood  agreed  and 
hoped  that  new  legislation  being  pre- 
pared would  help  towards  that  end.  In 
introducing  Mr.  Catherwood,  Mr  L 
Murray    (secretary,    T.U.C.  research 


and  economic  department),  said  it  was 
the  first  conference  to  be  called  by 
the  T.U.C.  to  discuss  one  of  the  "Little 
Neddies." 

£1,560  Repayment 

EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  SEEKS  RECOMPENSE 

THE  Minister  of  Health  has  upheld  a 
decision  by  the  Inner  London  Execu- 
tive Council  to  recover  £1,560  2s.  5d. 
from  a  former  chemist  contractor.  The 
money  relates  to  prescriptions  for  in- 
sulin issued  between  May  1962.  and 
June  1963,  some  of  which  were  the 
subject  of  police  investigations  that 
resulted  in  the  pharmacist  concerned 
being  found  guilty,  with  a  patient,  on 
six  charges  of  attempting  to  defraud  by 
causing   cheques   to   be   paid   to  the 


chemist  for  insulin  that  had  not  been 
supplied.  The  chemist,  in  appealing 
against  the  Council's  decision,  had 
maintained  his  innocence,  but  the 
Minister  has  taken  the  view  that  none 
of  the  prescription  forms  concerned  was 
dispensed  by  the  chemist  who,  follow- 
ing his  conviction,  was  removed  from 
the  Register  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists 
and  is  no  longer  in  contract  with  the 
Council.  The  pharmacy  has  been  made 
into  a  limited  company.

THREE  CASES  TO  CONSIDER 

THE  Statutory  Committee  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  is  meeting  at

been  convicted  of  larceny  as  a  servant; 
(3)  A  body  corporate  registered  as  an 
authorised  seller  of  poisons  has  been 
convicted  of  offences  under  the  Phar- 
macy and  Poisons  Act  1933,  and  (4) 
A  member  of  the 
Society  has  been 
convicted  on  char- 
ges of  driving  a 
motor  vehicle 
while  unfit  through 
drink  or  drugs.

Retirement  Pensions 

REGULATIONS  UNDER  CONSIDERATION 

PROPOSALS  for  changing  the  day  of 
the  week  on  which  National  Insurance 
retirement  pensions  become  payable  for 
people  who  retire  on  or  after  Janu- 
ary 1,  1968,  are  contained  in  draft 
regulations  put  to  the  National  Insur- 
ance Advisory  Committee  by  the 
Minister  of  Social  Security.  Main 
proposal  is  that,  from  January  1,  1968, 
the  pay  day  for  new  retirement  pen- 
sioners shall  be  changed  from  Monday 
to  Thursday.  They  will  consider  repre- 
sentations on  the  draft  regulations 
received  not  later  than  June  13.

Drug  Testing 

BOARD  WANTS  "DUNLOP"  SYSTEM 

THE  National  Drugs  Advisory  Board 
had  been  led  to  believe,  said  Profes- 
sor, O.  FitzGerald  (chairman  of  the 
Board),  addressing  the  Pharmaceutical 
and  Allied  Industries  Association  in 
Dublin  on  May  23,  that  some  drugs 
had  been  tried  on  patients  in  the 
Republic  before  the  drugs  had  under- 
gone stringent  preliminary  inquiries. 
The  Board,  he  said,  would  have  to 
take  some  interest  in  drug  trials.  In 
Britain,  the  United  States  and  many 
other  countries,  preliminary  inquiries 
before  clinical  trial  were  stringent. 
The  Board   would  like  to  adopt  a 


system  of  drug  control  similar  to  that 
of  the  Dunlop  Committee.  Best 
results  were  most  likely  to  come  from 
co-operation  between  all  connected 
with  drugs.  There  was  no  intention 
of  interfering  with  the  doctor's  right 
to  treat  the  patient  as  he  saw  fit.

TIME  TO  SUBMIT  CLAIMS 

THE  Irish  Drug  Association  has  an- 
nounced that  the  Minister  for  Health 
has  agreed  to  pay  a  revised  price  of 
21s.  for  the  altered  maternity  pack 
(see  C  &  D.,  August  13,  1966,  p.  156, 
and  March  16,  1967,  p.  218)  with 
effect  from  January  1,  1966,  provided 
the  specified  extra  items  have  been 
supplied  since  that  date.  Members 
who  qualify  under  the  new  arrange- 
ment should  submit  claims  for  the 
extra  4s.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS

Council  election 

Pharmaceutical  opinion  in  the  country  is  difficult  to  assess  with  any  degree 
of  accuracy,  and  the  result  of  this  year's  poll  to  decide  on  who  would  fill 
the  vacancies  on  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  bewildering. 
But  since  what  we  have  seen  is  the  democratic  process  at  work,  there  can 
be  no  room  for  complaint.  A  people,  it  has  been  said,  gets  the  government 
it  deserves.  Figures,  it  has  also  been  said,  can  be  made  to  prove  anything. 
Two  years  ago,  5,026  members  of  the  Society  took  the  trouble  to  affirm 
their  conviction  that  the  Society  was  justified  in  its  attempt  to  stem  the  tide 
of  irrelevant  commercialism  and  attended  the  Royal  Albert  Hall  to  say  so. 
It  was  a  large  vote,  yet  a  total  of  5,034  votes  failed  to  secure  election  as  an 
auditor  in  1967.  And  about  600  fewer  votes  in  the  Council  election  resulted 
in  Mr.  D.  E.  Sparshott's  topping  the  poll.  But  what  of  the  5,026  who  voted 
for  the  Council  resolution  in  1965?  Has  the  fact  that  an  action  was  brought 
by  a  director  of  our  largest  multiple  brought  about  a  change  of  view?  That 
cannot  be  the  explanation,  for  the  action  was  impending  at  the  time  of  the 
meeting.  Is  it  a  question  of  the  cost  of  the  action?  That  seems  unlikely  in 
relation  to  the  5,026,  who  were  —  or  seemed  to  be  —  defending  a  principle. 
And  one  of  the  successful  candidates  stated  in  his  election  address  this  year 
that  sacrifices  must  be  made  before  the  community  would  reward  us  with 
the  privilege  of  becoming  the  sole  distributors  of  medicines.  The  Council's 
attempt  to  block  the  descent  into  boundless  commercialism  may  not  have 
been,  in  the  light  of  events,  the  best  way  to  achieve  their  purpose,  but  it 
stands  to  their  credit  that  they  made  some  attempt  under  conditions  of 
urgency  created  by  the  advent  of  pharmacy  in  the  environment  of  the 
supermarket.  But  what  do  we  find  in  1967?  The  candidates  who  gave  un- 
swerving support  to  the  policy  proclaimed  at  the  special  general  meeting 
two  years  ago  are  despised  and  rejected,  while  the  protagonists  of  easy 
acceptance  of  reversal  find  approval  with  the  electorate. 

Promises  and  other  matters 

Before  long  we  shall  be  in  a  position  to  witness  the  effects  of  the  "oppo- 
sition" in  Council  affairs.  It  seems  that  now  we  shall  have  some  new  mem- 
bers who,  like  Mr.  Sparshott,  will  wish  it  to  be  known  that  when  they  have 
an  opinion  of  their  own  about  a  matter,  they  will,  contrary  to  the  wishes  of 
some  Council  members,  express  it  {vide  Mr.  Sparshott's  election  address). 
Progress,  tempered  with  realism,  is  promised  by  one  of  the  new  members — 
a  Scot— who,  as  you  so  aptly  put  it,  may  have  bemused  enough  Sassenachs 
with  his  double  negatives  to  have  climbed  comfortably  home  (p.502).  But 
it  seems,  whether  the  other  Council  members  wish  it  or  not,  that  Council 
should  now  be  prepared  for  longer  sessions,  rising  only  for  the  grouse  and 
salmon  seasons.  One  could  go  on,  but  the  information  that  Fine  Fare  super- 
markets are  now  sufficiently  interested  in  pharmacy  to  have  made  an  offer 
for  an  old-established  and  quite  extensive  pharmaceutical  business  in  the 
shape  of  Savory  &  Moore,  Ltd.,  illustrates  that  the  Council's  fears  in  1965 
were  not  misplaced,  and  that  they  were  not  so  far  out  of  touch  as  some 
would  have  us  believe.  As  I  have  already  said,  the  field  on  which  to  open 
the  battle  might  have  been  better  chosen,  but  the  danger  was  immediate 
and  the  matter  of  extreme  urgency.  If  we  are  to  be  "better  armed  in  our 
fight  against  the  massive  battalions  of  commercialism,"  as  Mr.  D.  H.  Mad- 
dock,  a  new  member  of  Council  demands,  it  will  not  be  by  trying  to  emulate 
their  methods.  That  way  lies  disaster.  It  is  my  hope  that  means  will  still  be 
found  to  save  pharmacy  as  a  profession,  and  it  may  be  that  the  experience 
of  another  year  before  we  are  again  asked  to  vote  will  show  a  return  of 
the  aspirations  voiced  two  years  ago  in  the  Royal  Albert  Hall. 

Important  alteration 

The  British  Pharmacopoeia  Commission  proposes  that,  in  1968,  "Water 
for  Injection"  shall  be  known  as  "Water  for  Injections."  When  found,  as 
Captain  Cuttle  put  it  so  admirably,  make  a  note  of.

" UNICHEMISTS' "  ANNUAL  MEETING 

Managing  director  "speaks  freely"  before  retiring 


A  LARGE  number  of  "Unichemists" 
attended  the  Association's  annual 
meeting  in  London  on  May  24.  They 
were  welcomed  by  the  chairman  (Mr. 
J  Howard  Evans),  who  said  he  had 
asked  the  managing  director  (Mr.  F. 
Lewis  Watson)  to  speak  on  matters 
of  importance  to  all  connected  with 
the  organisation.  Mr.  Watson  would 
be  retiring  at  the  end  of  June,  after 
over  twenty-one  years'  "sterling  and 
dedicated"  service  to  the  company,  and 
would  be  succeeded  by  Mr.  G.  J. 
White  as  general  manager. 

Mr.  Watson  claimed  that  the  spe- 
cial circumstances  allowed  him  some 
freedom  of  speech,  and  he  would  take 
advantage  of  them.  The  need  was  never 
greater,  he  said,  to  integrate  the  Uni- 
chem  ideal  and  what  it  stood  for  into 
a  commercial  policy.  Members  must 
keep  pace  with  the  continually  chang- 
ing pattern  of  distribution,  and  to  do 
that  they  needed  the  support  of  their 
own  organisation.  The  Association, 
therefore  —  conceived,  sponsored,  fi- 
nanced and  controlled  by  its  retailer 
members  —  merited  their  backing.  The 
expansion  programme  of  Unichem, 
Ltd.,  had  been  planned  because  large 
companies  commanded  the  respect  of 
those  who  wished  to  deal  with  them. 
The  company  had  encountered  certain 
misfortunes  that  could  not  have  been 
foreseen.  They  had  been  costly,  but  the 
board  and  management  had  profited 
from  them.  There  had  been  realistic 
costings;  new  systems  had  been  intro- 
duced and  complete  readjustments 
made  to  changed  circumstances. 

Concerned  With  Competitiveness 

Apart  from  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union,  Unichem  was  the  only 
organisation  in  the  country,  said  Mr. 
Watson,  that  was  vitally  concerned 
with  the  competitive  strength  of  in- 
dependent chemists.  Increasing  com- 
petition had  already  put  many  chemists 
out  of  business;  it  was  virtually  certain 
that  others  would  close  in  the 
near  future. 

Recent  announcements  served  to  con- 
firm the  views  of  those  who  believed 
that  monopolistic  wholesaling  services 
would  not  be  to  the  advantage  of 
independent  chemists.  Promotion  of 
their  interests  was  Unichem's  only  in- 
terest. The  organisation  was  equally  in 
competition  with  the  multiple  and  the 
drug  store,  the  dispensing  doctor  and 
the  hospital,  which  other  pharmaceu- 
tical wholesalers  supplied.  To  meet 
the  continuing  impact  of  the  National 
Health  Service  on  the  independent  che- 
mist's business  the  company  was  con- 
tinually planning  improved  services  in 
the  supply  and  delivery  of  dispensing 
items.  The  value  of  the  National 
Health  Service,  to  pharmacists,  was 
offset  by  the  danger  of  relying  on  one 
large  customer,  and  carefully  conceived 
and  "positive"  merchandising  policies 
for  the  front  shop  were  essential.  They 
would  help  to  retain  present  counter 
sales,  to  retrieve  sales  lost  to  other 
retail  outlets,  and  to  create  new  busi- 
ness. Nor  should  pharmacists  over- 
look the  profitable  potential  of  sun- 
dries.  Some   chemists   displayed  and 


sold  a  large  range  of  sundries  items. 
Others  kept  but  a  limited  range  and 
kept  them  out  of  sight  in  shop  drawers. 
The  company  would  spare  no  effort 
to  help  members  increase  their  counter 
sales.  "Although  I  shall  be  on  the 
sidelines  soon,"  Mr.  Watson  concluded, 
"I  shall  still  do  my  best  to  contribute 
to  the  success  of  this  company  of 
yours.  I  leave  a  management  team  of 
experience  and  drive  which,  under  Mr. 
White's  direction,  should  go  from 
strength  to  strength.  You  will  wish  to 
join  me  in  wishing  him  and  all  his 
colleagues  great  success  in  the  future." 

Advice  on  Security 

Following  a  few  remarks  by  Mr.  G. 
J.  White,  and  a  break  for  refresh- 
ments, Mr.  J.  W.  Harrod  (sales  direc- 
tor of  Counterpoint,  Ltd.)  opened  the 
second  part  of  the  meeting,  which 
comprised  two  talks  under  the  general 
title  "Pharmacy  Security :  Protect 
Your  'Purple  Hearts.'  "  Whatever  the 
outcome  of  current  discussions  at  a 
high  level,  said  Mr.  Harrod,  the  sub- 
ject merited  the  urgent  and  immediate 
consideration  of  all  retail  pharmacists. 
Two  speakers  from  Associated  Fire 
Alarms,  Ltd.,  were  well  qualified  to 
talk  about  pharmacy  security  in  gene- 
ral terms,  and  he  introduced  them. 

Mr.  John  MacIver  (A.F.A.'s  chief 
security  officer)  said  the  main  problem 
today  was  that  drugs  not  registered 
as  dangerous  were  being  used  by  young 
people  in  ever-increasing  quantities. 
Thieves  were  thereby  encouraged  to 
obtain  them  by  breaking  into  chemists' 
shops  or  manufacturers'  premises.  New 
legislation  was  being  considered  by  the 
Home  Office,  and  it  must  be  supposed 
that  the  aim  would  be  to  prevent 
illicit  distribution  and  apply  more 
stringent  control. 

The  second  speaker,  Mr.  P.  F.  H. 
Towle  (director  and  general  manager, 


A.F.A.  Group)  showed  how  certain 
alarm  systems  were  used.  All  that  phy- 
sical security  (locks,  bars,  etc.)  would 
do,  he  said,  was  to  "buy"  time.  First 
line  of  defence  was  a  good  mortice 
lock  on  the  front  and  back  doors  of 
premises.  Brute  force  would  make 
short  work  of  window-bar  protection, 
so  it  was  essential  to  ally  physical  pro- 
tection with  a  burglar  alarm  to  give 
warning  to  the  police  or  passers-by 
that  the  premises  are  being  attacked. 
It  could  take  the  form  of  a  simple 
bell  alarm,  a  '"999"  connection,  or  the 
sophisticated  private  line  to  an  alarm 
company's  central  station,  whose  per- 
sonnel, having  received  an  emergency 
signal,  would  inform  the  police.  All 
were  familiar  with  the  burglar  alarm 
bell  that  rang  apparently  abortively,  in 
the  High  Street,  and  might  wonder 
whether  the  bell  alarm  had  any  deter- 
rent effect.  It  takes  a  strong-nerved  man 
to  remain  on  premises  whilst  a  6  in. 
bell  was  ringing  and,  not  knowing 
whether  or  not  the  police  had  already 
been  silently  informed,  the  thief  would 
usually  take  to  his  heels  rather  than 
risk  apprehension.  The  new  concept 
of  bell  alarms  was  a  self-contained 
unit,  powered  by  batteries,  that  would 
continue  ringing  even  if  torn  from  the 
wall  or  carried  off  by  the  thief.  An 
additional  hazard  was  the  possibility 
that  drug  cupboards  might  be  raided 
by  thieves  who  perhaps  had  a  ready 
market  for  certain  types  of  drugs.  A 
special  drug-cupboard  alarm  was 
available.  It  was  operated  by  a  light 
monitor,  so  that,  if  the  drugs  cup- 
board were  broken  open  by  an  un- 
authorised person,  an  alarm  would  be 
set  in  operation.  It  would  operate  even 
by  the  subdued  light  of  a  torch  seek- 
ing to  identify  drug  labels  on  the 
bottles.  The  installation  was  not  costly 
and  could,  if  necessary,  be  confined  to 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  cupboard. 

For  under  £100  the  Association 
could  protect  premises  generally,  in- 
cluding special  attention  to  the  drugs 
cupboard. 


DISPENSING  IN  RURAL  AREAS 

Chemists  as  well  as  doctors  "lobby"  Women's  Institutes 


BRANCHES  of  the  National  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Institutes  have  been 
informed  of  the  arguments  for  and 
against  doctors'  dispensing  in  rural 
areas.  Acting  on  information  that  the 
Federation's  annual  meeting  on  June  6 
would  be  discussing  the  subject,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Central  N.H.S. 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  wrote 
to  the  branches  in  April  setting  out  the 
chemists'  case.  The  letter  has  now  been 
answered  by  the  chairman  of  the 
General  Medical  Services  Committee  of 
the  British  Medical  Association,  also 
in  a  communication  to  the  Federation's 
branches. 

The  Contractors'  Committee's  letter 
draws  attention  to  the  improvements  in 
public  transport  and  communications 
since  the  existing  arrangements  were 
originally  framed  under  the  National 
Insurance  Act,  1911,  going  on  to  point 
out  that  doctors'  dispensing  is  subject 
to  no  "direct  supervision"  requirement 
or  testing  scheme.  Chemists  normally 
carry  a  wider  range  of  medicines  and 
medical  supplies,  and  more  of  them 


would  be  able  to  open  in  rural  areas 
if  the  present  "mile  limit"  were 
abolished.  The  safety  factor  (pharma- 
cist as  final  link  in  the  chain  of  supply 
of  medicine  for  treatment)  is  also 
stressed.  "Removal  of  the  anachronistic 
position  that  exists  at  present  .  .  .  will 
enable  the  public  in  rural  areas  to  enjoy 
the  benefits  of  a  complete  pharmaceuti- 
cal service  they  are  entitled  to  have." 
By  way  of  rejoinder  the  doctors'  Ser- 
vice Committee  has  issued  a  reminder 
to  Institute  members  that  to  have  their 
medicines  dispensed  directly  by  their 
doctor  may  be  in  the  interests  of  rural 
patients.  "Complete  assurance  can  be 
given  that  doctors  take  the  greatest 
care  to  ensure  safety  in  prescribing  and 
dispensing.  It  must  be  for  individual 
W.I.  members  to  decide  which  method 
of  dispensing  is  the  most  suitable  for 
their  needs." 

Commenting  on  the  correspondence 
Dr.  A.  C.  Daniel,  Retford,  Notts,  writes 
to  the  British  Medical  Journal:  "It 
would  be  ungentlemanly  to  question 
the  motives  of  those  who  seek  to  dis- 
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seminate  distrust  among  our  patients. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  their  efforts  to 
disparage  the  competence  of  the  rural 
doctor  will  serve  only  to  discredit  their 
transparent  case."  Dr.  Daniel  asks  for 
"a  few  facts  to  be  got  straight  ...  if 
this  is  the  way  they  [chemists]  want  the 
game  played."  The  suggestion  that  each 
profession  should  keep  to  its  own 
proper  work,  he  alleges,  "conveniently 
ignores  the  fact  that  pharmacists 
habitually  (and  to  their  profit)  treat

their  customers'  minor  ailments.  If 
the  pharmacist  can  give  simple  treat- 
ment the  doctors  can  do  simple  dis- 
pensing." Questions  of  incompatibility 
hardly  ever  arise  says  Dr.  Daniel,  and, 
where  anything  out  of  the  ordinary  is 
required,  most  dispensing  doctors 
readily  call  on  the  services  of  a 
pharmacist  "and  would  doubtless 
approve  his  being  paid  a  higher  fee 
for  prescriptions  extemporaneously  dis- 
pensed or  requiring  his  special  skill."

LEGAL  REPORTS 
Source  Not  Identified 

A  motion  by  Pfizer  Corporation  of 
America  and  Pfizer.  Ltd.,  Ramsgate 
Road,  Sandwich,  Kent,  to  restrain  Bris- 
tol Pharmaceutical  Co.,  Ltd.,  Holy- 
well Lane,  London,  E.C.2  from  selling 
capsules  of  tetracycline  which  was 
alleged  to  have  infringed  the  Pfizer 
patent,  was  dismissed  with  costs  by 
Mr.  lustice  Lloyd-Iacob  in  the  High 
Court  on  May  30.  Mr.  Vivian  Price, 
for  Pfizer,  said  that  Bristol  had  com- 
menced to  sell  tetracycline  under  the 
name  of  Bristacyn.  Mr.  P.  A.  Hay- 
ward,  for  Bristol,  said  they  needed 
more  time  to  meet  the  allegation,  but 
Pfizer  had  not  shown  that  the  article 
being  sold  by  Bristol  was  not  made  by 
Pfizer  or  a  licensee  who  had  supplied 
to  Bristol  who  were  merely  sellers  of 
the  drug.  The  ludge  said  the  motion 
must  be  dismissed  because  Pfizer  had 
not  shown  that  the  substance  to  which 
they  took  objection  had  come  from 
sources  other  than  their  own.

At  present  growth  has  almost 
stopped  as  a  result  of  the  German  re- 
cession. Dr.  Hansen's  own  company 
recently  reported  that  overall  sales  in 
the  first  quarter  were  only  VI  per  cent, 
higher  than  in  January — March,  1966, 
and  home  sales  were  actually  down.

—  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.,  Wellcome  Building, 
Euston  Road,  London,  N.W.I,  are 
making  available  to  veterinary  surgeons 
(and  to  pharmacists  for  supply  to 
veterinary  surgeons)  Wellcome  brand 
brucella  milk-ring  test  antigen  for  the 
detection  of  brucellosis.  The  antigen 
enables  dairy  farmers  to  have  their 
herds  quickly  and  simply  checked  and 
rechecked  without  recourse  to  Ministry 
centres.  Cost  of  the  test,  including 
veterinary  surgeon's  time,  is  unlikely 
to  be  more  than  a  few  guineas  per  herd. 
The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  recently 
introduced  the  first  step  towards  an 
eradication  scheme  for  brucellosis  in 
cattle  by  registering  brucellosis-free 
herds  following  three  consecutive  clear 
milk-ring  tests  at  three-monthly  inter- 
vals at  a  veterinary  investigation  centre. 
Existence  of  a  commercially  available 
antigen  now  enables  the  farmer  to  seek 
the  aid  of  his  veterinary  surgeon  in 
clearing  the  herd  of  brucella  carriers 
before  Ministry  testing  is  carried  out. 
For  the  test,  antigen  is  added  to  milk 
in  a  glass  tube,  which  is  then  incubated 
at  37 °C.  for  one  hour.  The  milk  pro- 
duces a  conspicuous  cream  ring  if 
brucellosis  is  present.  Milk  from  up  to 
five  cows  can  be  mixed  together  for 
testing.  The  test  gives  a  positive  result 
in  cows  that  have  been  vaccinated,  as 
adults,  with  a  vaccine  of  the  SI 9  strain, 
(correct  timing  for  administration  of 
the  vaccine  is  in  calves  at  4-8  months). 
Infected  cattle  must  be  culled  from  the 
herd.

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Problems  of  Essential-oil  Policy 

What  benefits  will  the  developing  countries  of  the 
world,  and  in  particular  those  under  British  sovereignty, 
derive  from  the  recent  conference  of  essential-oil  experts 
in  London  (p.  528)?  Little,  it  must  be  admitted,  as  a 
direct-outcome  or  in  the  immediate  future.  But  that  is 
not  to  say  the  conference  was  unproductive.  Many 
attending  it  must  have  acquired  invaluable  information, 
depending  on  the  field  in  which  they  specialised,  from 
the  papers  that  were  presented. 

As  at  most  conferences  the  details  were  filled  in 
during  meetings  in  the  corridors  rather  than  in  the  halls 
of  assembly,  where  time  for  formal  discussion  was  often 
short.  Many  points  were  nevertheless  effectively  brought 
home  to  conference  members  during  the  reading  of  the 
papers  and  subsequent  discussion.  Those  who  attended 
were  left  in  no  doubt,  for  instance,  that  consumers  in 
the  developed  countries  have  a  moral  responsibility  to 
see  that  the  producer  in  an  underdeveloped  country 
gets  a  reasonable  price  for  his  crops,  and  secondly  that 
something  must  be  done  to  avoid  gluts  and  scarcities, 
with  their  accompanying  price  fluctuations. 

Merchant  and  broker  have  played  a  useful  part  for 
many  years  in  distributing  essential  oils,  but  the  question 
whether  their  functions  continue  to  be  necessary  in 
today's  trading  pattern  came  up  for  discussion.  Mr.  W. 
A.  Ennever,  himself  a  merchant,  made  out  a  good  case 
for  merchants'  continued  place  in  the  scheme  of  things. 
It  was  clear,  however,  that  not  all  his  audience,  par- 
ticularly those  working  in  advisory  capacities  at  uni- 
versities in  developing  countries,  were  convinced.  On 
the  other  hand  it  would  be  fair  to  assume  that  the  latter 
had  little  or  no  experience  of  marketing  or  of  manu- 
facture, and  to  that  extent  were  unable  to  see  the  prob- 
lem in  all  its  aspects.  Their  argument  (that  the  producer 
would  get  more  for  his  labour  if  he  sold  direct  to  the 
consumer,  that  is  the  manufacturer),  did  not,  the  mer- 
chants argued,  prove  true  in  practice.

The  developing  countries  must,  as  Mr.  Bottomley 
(Minister  of  Overseas  Development)  pointed  out  in  his 
opening  address,  diversify  their  crops  and  for  that  reason 
essential  oils,  with  their  relative  high  value  and  small 
bulk,  might  prove  a  useful  new  industry  especially  in 
some  of  the  land-locked  countries  of  Africa.  But  there 
again  things  are  not  quite  so  simple  as  they  might  seem. 
The  intricacies  of  the  industry  need  to  be  studied.  The 
manufacturer-consumer,  before  he  changes  his  formula 
to  include  a  new  flavour  or  essential  oil,  must  be  assured 
of  continuity  of  supply,  uniformity  of  quality  and  prices 
that  move  only  within  narrow  limits.  The  producer, 
from  his  side,  is  unable  to  promise  a  worth-while  supply 
of  oil  until  his  plantations  are  mature.  That  may  take 
several  years,  and  in  the  meantime  he  has  no  money 
coming  in.  Dr.  Guenther's  suggestion  to  set  up  a  com- 
mittee of  neutral  specialists  there  seems  worth  a  second 
look.  It  may  provide  the  way  out  of  what  is  otherwise 
a  vicious  circle.  In  Reunion,  where  a  body  was  set  up 
that  controls  crops  and  prices,  an  orderly  trading  posi- 
tion for  all  has  been  achieved. 

The  organisers  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their 
initiative  in  arranging  the  conference  but  next  time 
should  persuade  the  authors  to  provide  preprints  or 
translations  of  the  papers  so  that  they  may  be  studied 
before  delivery  and  in  consequence  discussed  more  pur- 
posefully. 

Overseas  Trade  in  Pharmaceuticals 

April  exports  of  medicinal  and  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts, at  £6,490,000  slightly  exceeded  the  previous 
monthly  record  (£6.484,000)  established  in  March.  With 
the  addition  of  medicated  and  unmedicated  dressings, 
etc.,  the  total  —  as  classified  under  division  54  of  the 
Trade  Accounts  (H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  30s.)  — 
was  £7,030,000  (£7,065,000). 

Largest  single  market  for  the  goods  in  that  division 
was  the  Irish  Republic,  with  purchases  valued  at 
£421,000.  Higher  purchases  during  the  month  by  Japan 
pushed  her  into  second  place  with  £371,000,  followed 
closely  by  France,  £366,000.  The  falling  sales  to  Aus- 
tralia continued  during  April  —  the  value  was  at 
£313,000,  £65,000  down  on  March.  Largest  customer 
among  countries  in  the  European  Free  Trade  Asso- 
ciation was  Switzerland,  whose  purchases  at  £283,000 
brought  the  total  for  E.F.T.A.  to  £777,000.  Total  for 
European  Economic  Community  members  was 
£1,121.000.  A  breakdown  of  the  division  total  by  pro- 
duct is  given  in  the  accompanying  table,  together  with 
imports  of  similar  items. 

Valued  at  £1,099.000  in  March,  the  total  for  the 
first  quarter's  imports  has  risen  to  £4  73  millions, 
against  £4"48  millions  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of 
1966.

CROSSROADS 


THE  important  series  of  articles  which  several  well 
known  pharmaceutical  educators  have  contributed 
(C.  &  D.,  May  20,  p.  467)  under  the  general  heading 
"Education  in  Pharmacy"  make  it  only  too  clear  that  our 
profession  is  now  standing  on  the  threshold  of  a  new  era. 
To  quote  your  leading  article  in  the  same  issue,  "develop- 
ment in  pharmaceutical  education  has  proceeded  at  such 
a  pace  during  the  present  decade  that  perhaps  only  those 
actively  concerned  are  aware  just  how  great  the  changes 
have  been."  We  have  now  arrived  at  the  point  at  which  the 
Society  is  about  to  give  up  its  function  as  an  examining 
body.  Henceforth  it  will  be  for  the  universities  and  regional 
colleges  to  determine  what  pharmacists  are  to  be  taught. 
The  only  remaining  function  of  the  Society  in  the  educa- 
tional field  will  be  to  decide  whether  a  given  degree  shall 
entitle  its  holder  to  registration  as  a  pharmacist. 

A  Freedom  Avidly  Seized 

It  is  already  apparent  that  the  schools  are  only  too  eager 
to  exploit  their  new-found  academic  freedom.  Students  who 
have  done  sufficiently  well  at  A-level  will  soon  have  a 
variety  of  courses  from  which  to  choose,  and  there  is  bound 
to  be  some  competition  to  attract  the  more  able  candidates. 
All  the  courses  will  presumably  lead  to  registration  as  a 
pharmacist,  but  here  it  would  be  well  to  remember  that  a 
registrable  qualification  is  only  essential  for  graduates  who 
intend  to  take  posts  in  general  or  hospital  practice.  In 
the  rapidly-expanding  pharmaceutical  industry,  registration 
is  of  only  minor  importance,  and  already  quite  a  large 
proportion  of  pharmaceutical  graduates  who  go  into  in- 
dustry think  it  not  worthwhile  to  register  their  qualifica- 
tions with  the  Society. 

As  Professor  Harper  has  pointed  out,  some  parts  of  the 
pharmacist's  training  "are  not,  by  their  very  nature,  the 
stuff  of  which  university  degrees  are  made"  and  we  must 
expect  that  university  authorities  will  increasingly  question 
the  inclusion  of  such  material  in  the  curriculum.  Yet  to 
exclude  it  might  well  result  in  the  refusal  of  the  Society  to 
accept  the  degree  for  registration  purposes. 

In  theory,  at  least,  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  a  university 
or  college  from  instituting  a  non-registrable  degree  in 
pharmacy.  Indeed  it  is  possible  that,  stimulated  by  a 
demand  from  industry,  some  of  them  may  be  tempted  to  do 
so.  The  graduate  could  not,  of  course,  call  himself  a  phar- 
macist, and  his  opportunities  for  employment  would  be 
somewhat  restricted.  On  the  other  hand  the  year  he  would 
normally  have  spent  on  practical  training  prior  to  registra- 
tion could  be  used  to  read  for  a  higher  degree,  and  so 
could  lead  to  improved  career  prospects. 

Moreover,  because  the  pharmaceutical  industry  already 
provides  the  main  field  of  employment  for  the  more  highly 
qualified  graduate,  and  particularly  for  men  and  women  who 
have  been  trained  in  the  disciplines  of  research,  it  can, 
without  doubt,  exert  a  powerful  influence  on  the  content  of 
courses.  Even  universities  hesitate  to  turn  away  good  cus- 
tomers, and  especially  those  that  tend  to  prefer  graduates 
who  have  participated  in  a  research  project.  Let  us  not 
forget  that,  if  it  were  not  for  industry,  post-graduate  work 
in  schools  of  pharmacy  would  virtually  come  to  an  end, 
simply  because  there  would  be  no  jobs  for  students  who  had 
stayed  on  to  read  for  higher  degrees. 

It  is  possible,  therefore,  that  within  the  next  decade  or  so 
we  may  see  the  emergence  of  a  non-registrable  degree  in 
pharmacy  tailored  to  meet  the  needs  of  industry,  and 
omitting  much  of  the  material  that  is  at  present  considered 
necessary  to  make  a  "good-all-round  pharmacist."  If 
schools  of  pharmacy  are  unable  to  supply  what  is  needed, 
the  customer  is  likely  to  look  elsewhere,  and  the  Society 
can  do  .nothing  to  stop  him. 


At  present  most  schools  of  pharmacy  must  be  seriously 
handicapped  because  only  a  small  proportion  of  their  stu- 
dents are  interested  in  anything  above  the  minimum  stand- 
ard of  qualification  required  for  registration.  The  reason 
for  that  situation  is  that,  except  in  industry,  the  academic 
performance  of  a  student  is  considered  almost  irrelevant 
when  he  applies  for  a  post.  The  chances  are  that  he  will 
not  even  be  asked  to  state  the  class  of  his  degree,  and  cer- 
tainly he  is  not  likely  to  be  offered  any  additional  monetary 
reward  for  having  a  good  one. 

It  will  be  argued,  of  course,  that  much  the  same  applies 
in  medicine,  but  the  comparison  is  not  valid.  In  order  to 
practise  any  branch  of  medicine  a  registrable  qualifica- 
tion is  absolutely  essential.  In  pharmacy,  registration  is 
concerned  mainly  with  the  sale  of  poisons  and  the  dispens- 
ing of  prescriptions,  and  it  is  now  quite  possible  for  a 
graduate  to  make  an  intellectually  satisfying  career  without 
engaging  in  either  of  those  activities.  We  know  from  the 
evidence  available  that  many  already  do  so,  and — worse 
still — that  some  of  them  are  just  the  men  and  women  who 
are  most  likely  to  extend  the  frontiers  of  knowledge  in 
pharmacy.  The  fact  that  a  significant  proportion  of  that 
elite  remains  outside  the  profession  can  only  be  to  its  detri- 
ment. If,  therefore,  pharmacy  is  to  remain  a  closed  pro- 
fession and  not  to  develop  into  a  branch  of  general  science 
open  to  all  comers,  we  must  ensure  that  the  sections  in 
which  registration  is  essential  (i.e.  hospital  and  general 
practice)  provide  opportunities  of  employment  for  at  least 
some  graduates  with  good  honours  and  research  degrees. 

Academic  Performance  or  Experience:  Which  ? 

There  is  today  increasing  evidence  that  the  hospital  ser- 
vice is  beginning  to  follow  the  example  of  industry  in 
accepting  academic  performance  rather  than  experience  as  a 
yardstick  with  which  to  measure  proficiency.  One  or  two  of 
the  most  senior  posts  in  the  service  have  already  been 
filled  on  that  basis,  and  it  is  likely  that  other  hospital 
authorities  may  follow  suit.  If  a  choice  has  to  be  made  be- 
tween academic  performance  and  experience  the  former 
will  carry  the  day  and  in  consequence,  we  must  expect  for 
some  time  to  come  to  see  some  of  the  better  posts  going  to 
well-qualified  candidates  from  outside  the  service.  That  is 
the  inevitable  consequence  of  the  change  in  the  character 
of  our  profession  from  a  skilled  craft,  in  which  competence 
could  only  come  from  experience,  to  an  academic  discipline, 
in  which  experience  is  only  of  minor  importance.  Those  of 
us  who  supported  the  change  in  educational  policy  have 
now  no  alternative  but  to  accept  the  new  state  of  affairs. 
It  is  therefore  our  duty  to  set  about  reforming  the  career 
structure  in  the  hospital  pharmaceutical  service  in  order 
to  attract  a  sufficient  number  of  well-qualified  candidates 
to  fill  the  top  posts  of  tomorrow.  We  must  face  the  fact 
that,  while  pharmacy  has  been  improving  its  educational 
standards,  other  scientific  professions  have  not  been  stand- 
ing still,  and  today  the  possession  of  a  "pass"  degree  is  no 
longer  a  passport  to  a  senior  post.  Take,  for  instance,  the 
scientific  Civil  Service.  Entry  to  the  scientific  officer  grade 
is  restricted  to  candidates  with  first-  or  second-class  honours 
degrees,  and  it  is  from  that  grade  that  the  senior  appoint- 
ments in  the  service  are  made.  Candidates  who  have  only 
a  pass  degree  are  recruited  as  Experimental  Officers,  and 
thereby  excluded  from  the  senior  posts. 

An  attempt  to  apply  that  type  of  career  structure  in 
hospital  pharmacy  would  naturally  cause  great  resentment, 
but  if  the  only  alternative  should  be  the  filling  of  senior 
posts  from  outside,  it  might  well  be  considered  the  lesser 
of  two  evils.  We  should  also  remember  that,  not  so  long 
ago,  many  non-graduate  hospital  pharmacists  had  to  re- 
concile themselves  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  best  jobs

would  inevitably  go  to  graduates.  Today  it  is  the  turn  of 
the  graduates  to  feel  the  cold  wind  of  competition. 
The  difference  in  standard  between  a  first-class  honours 
degree  and  a  pass  degree  is  at  least  as  wide  as  that  be- 
tween a  pass  degree  and  the  diploma,  and  we  are  only  de- 
luding ourselves  if  we  do  not  recognise  that  important 
fact. 

At  present,  hospital  pharmacists  can  claim  a  "higher 
qualification  allowance"  of  £25  per  annum  if  they  hold  a 
university  degree  of  any  kind,  and  when  the  diploma  finally 
disappears  that  allowance  will  presumably  be  paid  to  all 
new  entrants.  It  should  now  be  replaced  by  a  much  increased 
allowance  for  a  first-  or  good  second-class  honours  degree 
and,  if  coupled  with  prospects  of  rapid  promotion  to  one 
of  the  senior  posts  of  the  service,  it  should  go  a  long  way 
towards  attracting  the  high-calibre  candidates  we  need. 
The  salvation  of  the  hospital  pharmaceutical  service  de- 
pends upon  its  ability  to  attract  well-qualified  candidates, 
and  if  it  fails  to  do  so  the  prospects  for  the  future  are  not 
bright.  In  fact,  all  of  us  have  a  duty  to  do  whatever  we 
can  to  ensure  that  the  more  able  graduates  do  not  come 
to  believe  that  the  only  prospect  of  intellectual  satisfac- 
tion in  pharmacy  lies  in  an  area  of  the  profession  in  which 
registration  is  not  essential  to  practice. 

NEW  BOOKS 

Drugs  and  Pharmacy  on  Stamps 

GEORGE  GRIFFENHagen,  R.PH.,  M.S.  American  Topical 
Association,  3300  North  50th  Street,  Milwaukee,  Wis- 
consin 53216,  U.S.A.  9  x  6  in.  Pp.  96.  $5. 
It  would  appear  that  when  Alfred  H.  Haynes  wrote  his 
article  "Postage  Stamp  Pharmacognosy"  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  (June  25,  1960,  p.  779),  which  concluded: 
"There  is  an  ever-widening  opportunity  to  compile  a  com- 
pletely new  volume  of  materia  medica  not  written  in  words 
but  in  the  interpretive  language  of  stamps,"  other  authors 
were  already  busy  on  the  task.  A  number  of  articles  had  been 
published  and  more  have  since,  but  this  new  volume  is 
the  first  to  be  published  dealing  with  the  subject  in  depth. 
More  than  1,000  postage  stamps  are  identified  according 
to  a  modified  American  Hospital  Formulary  Service  clas- 


sification system.  A  glossary  of  therapeutic  terms  is  in- 
cluded for  the  non-pharmacist  collector,  and  a  cross-index 
of  drug  names  is  added.  The  publication  includes  chapters 
on  personalities  connected  with  pharmacy  who  are  pictured; 
drug  dosage  forms  illustrated;  pharmaceutical  equipment 
and  symbols  shown;  and  drug  advertisements  printed 
on  or  as  a  part  of  postage  stamps.  Mr.  Griffenhagen,  the 
author  is  editor.  Journal  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  and  the  chapter  on  personalities  connected  with 
pharmacy  was  compiled  by  pharmacist  Henryk  Szancer, 
New  York  City,  and  that  on  proprietary  medicine  stamps 
was  adapted  from  an  article  by  Dean  Varro  E.  Tyler 
(school  of  pharmacy  and  pharmacal  sciences,  Purdue  Uni- 
versity). Other  contributions  are  made  by  French,  German 
and  Swiss  Pharmacists.  Twenty-one  full  page  illustrations 
from  the  author's  collection,  as  well  as  from  various  con- 
tributors show  the  wide  scope  of  collectable  stamps  asso- 
ciated with  pharmacy.  Those  pharmacists  who  have  suc- 
ceeded in  retaining  from  their  schooldays  an  interest  in 
philately  —  and  there  seem  to  be  many  —  will  welcome 
this  handbook.  Specialisation  in  collecting  stamps  has 
been  usually  on  a  geographical  basis  less,  perhaps  on  a 
subject  basis.  That  was  understandable  since  the  number 
of  topics  were  lacking.  Now  there  is  no  dearth  of  specimens 
for  the  pharmaeognostically  minded  collector  —  no  scar- 
city, that  is,  except  from  Great  Britain  which  although  the 
first  country  to  introduce  postage  stamps  must  rank  near 
the  foot  of  the  table  for  the  smallness  of  the  variety  it  has 
issued  in  the  category  under  discussion.  There  were  in  1965 
the  set  of  Lister  stamps  (phenol);  in  1964  rose-hips  (vita- 
min C);  and  further  back,  in  1948,  iodine  from  sea-weed. 
The  (lower  series  recently  issued  includes  coltsfoot  (still 
used  in  cough  remedies  in  some  countries).  Beyond  those, 
what?

A  METHOD  OF  STOCK  CONTROL 

How  one  pharmacist  goes  about  it 


A WANTS  list  for  filling  up,  a  reminder  to  reorder, 
and  a  note  of  the  frequency  of  purchases :  those  are 
among  the  essential  requirements  for  a  reasonable 
system  of  stock  control. 

The  writer,  in  entering  upon  the  labours  of  others,  has 
proved  the  advantages  of  a  system  of  coloured  cards — the 
cards  being  obtained  from  local  printers.  They  measure 
about  3  x  If  in.  each  and  are  attached  to  stock  by  elastic 
bands  or  paper  fasteners.  A  pink  card  is  used  when  the 
total  stock  is  in  the  front  shop.  A  white  card  when  the 
stock  is  in  the  front  shop  and  the  main  stock  is  in  the 
stockroom.  A  blue  card  is  attched  to  stock  in  the  stock- 
room. Each  card  bears,  in  addition  to  the  prices,  the  mini- 
mum figure  to  which  the  stock  in  the  fixture  may  be 
allowed  to  fall,  and  the  maximum  stock  for  the  fixture, 
the  difference  between  the  two  being  the  amount  brought 
forward. 

For  example,  the  maximum  stock  carried  of  3/6  Nulacin 
is  three.  When  the  stock  falls  to  one,  two  more  are  ordered. 
The  assistant  selling  the  second  tube  removes  its  pink 
ticket  and  places  it  in  the  drawer  for  reordering.  The  buyer 
marks  the  card  with  supplier  and  date  of  order,  the  quan- 
tity ordered  being  as  already  indicated  on  the  ticket. 

With,  say,  Glauber's  salt,  a  white  ticket  is  detached.  The 
assistant  fills  from  the  stockroom  and  hands  the  blue  card 
to  the  buyer  when  the  stock  is  reduced  to  the  lowest  stock 
carried. 


When  noting  details  of  ordering,  it  is  useful,  for  many 
reasons,  to  mark  in  abbreviations  and  code.  The  advan- 
tages of  the  records  are  found  useful  in  making  up  a  direct 
order,  and  often  produce  a  surprise  at  the  quantities 
bought.  On  the  other  hand  the  details  often  act  as  an  anti- 
dote to  a  persuasive  representative.  The  variety  of  colours 
may  be  multiplied,  so  that  everything  that  goes  direct  to 
the  dispensary  bears  a  yellow  card. 

Before  an  order  is  placed  the  cards  are  sorted  according 
to  wholesaler  and  placed  in  different-coloured  clothes-pegs. 
When  the  telephone  rings  it  is  easy  to  pick  up  the  cor- 
rect bunch  of  tickets  in,  say,  a  red  clothes  peg,  giving 
special  attention  to  yellow  tickets  in  the  bundle. 

When  goods  arrive  it  is  a  simple  matter  to  direct  the 
stock  to  their  correct  location  in  the  shop  or  stockroom. 

Special  orders  are  provided  with  a  ticket  giving  details 
and.  when  the  product  is  sold,  the  ticket  is  kept  as  a  record 
and  help  to  decide  whether  to  stock  the  item. 

Prices  are  corrected  from  the  C.  &  D.  cumulative  price 
change  supplement,  and  at  other  times,  when  a  price  is 
checked  on  ordering,  a  tick  is  placed  by  the  date  to  indi- 
cate confirmation  of  the  price. 

Other  details  may  be  noted  on  the  ticket,  such  as  "shop 
address  slip  necessary,"  "new  size"  or  "price  to  be  intro- 
duced later,"  and  the  position  of  the  stock  in  shop  or  stock- 
room. The  great  thing  is  the  reminder  to  "Replace  the 
Stock." 
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Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 


THE  central  dispensing  depot  in  Letterkenny  is  being 
closed  down,  and  County  Donegal  pharmacists  are  to 
resume  dispensing  for  patients  in  the  lower  income 
group  and  for  "hardship"  cases.  That  was  announced  by 
Mr.  V.  G.  McElwee  at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  in  Dublin  on 
May  9  while  reporting  on  a  meeting  between  a  deputation 
from  County  Donegal  Chemists'  Association  and  the  Mini- 
ster for  Health.  Mr.  McElwee  said  the  Minister  had  agreed 
to  restore  arrangements  that  had  existed  before  a  pharma- 
cist had  been  appointed  to  the  central  county  hospital. 

The  President  (Mr.  M.  L.  Cashman)  said  he  was 
delighted  the  Donegal  pharmacists  had  attained  their  goal. 
Their  solidarity  and  singleness  of  purpose  had  set  a  head- 
line for  pharmacists  elsewhere.  He  would,  however,  re- 
iterate his  view  that  any  plans  for  a  health  scheme  should 
include  all  pharmacists.  He  held  that  the  Department  of 
Health  should  not  neglect  the  rights  of  pharmacists  in 
other  counties. 

Mr.  McElwee  thanked,  for  their  support,  the  pharma- 
cists of  Galway,  Mayo,  Sligo  and  Limerick,  the  Council, 
and  the  Irish  Drug  Association. 

Rights  of  Inspection 

After  a  letter  had  been  read  from  the  secretary  of  the 
Midland  Pharmacists'  Association  (Mr.  D.  O'Connell) 
whose  committee  objected  to  local  government  officers 
being  permitted  to  inspect  prescriptions,  The  Registrar 
(Mr.  J.  G.  Coleman)  explained  the  functions  of  the  inspec- 
tors appointed  under  the  Medical  Preparations  (Control 
of  Sale)  Regulations,  1966.  The  Midland  chemists  re- 
garded such  inspection  as  an  insult  to  their  professional 
competence  and  a  breach  of  pharmaceutical  ethics.  Doctors 
and  patients  would  resent  an  outside  agency's  knowing 
their  personal  affairs,  and  the  Association  felt  that  it 
might  prove  rewarding  to  draw  the  attention  of  members 
of  the  medical  profession  to  the  matter.  The  committee 
felt  that  the  regulations  governing  topical  applications 
were  absurd,  a  view  shared  by  members  of  the  medical 
profession  at  a  recent  joint  seminar  in  Athlone. 

Mr.  T.  R.  Miller  said  that  many  pharmacists  were 
apparently  labouring  under  a  wrong  impression.  It  was 
untrue  that  anybody  from  a  health  authority  could  walk 
in  and  demand  to  see  a  member's  prescription  books.  The 
Registrar  reminded  members  that  the  matter  had  been 
discussed  at  the  January  Council  meeting  and  had  been 
fully  reported  in  the  pharmaceutical  Press  (see  C.  &  D., 
January  21,  p.  63,  and  January  28,  p.  87).  The  Department  of 
Health  had  issued  a  directive  to  managers  that  inspectors 
under  article  9  of  the  Regulations  should  be  full-time 
pharmacists  employed  by  the  local  authority.  Inspectors 
had  no  authority  to  look  at  prescription  books  or  poisons 
registers  —  merely  at  prescriptions  for  controlled  pre- 
parations. 

Mr.  Miller  told  Mr.  Loughman  that  the  provision 
had  been  introduced  by  the  then  Minister  for  Health 
(Mr.  O'M alley)  to  help  the  Society,  which  had  made 
representations  that,  under  the  Health  Acts,  the  Society's 
inspectors  had  no  power  to  enforce  certain  regulations. 

Mr.  O'Donnell  said  it  had  been  suggested  that  the 
person  appointed  should  be  a  full-time  pharmacist  but 
his  belief  was  that  the  local  authority  might  appoint 
anybody.  The  Registrar  quoted  the  Minister's  circular: 

"Whilst  it  would  of  course  be  open  to  health  authorities  to 
take  action  on  their  own  initiative,  the  main  purpose  of  this 
provision  is  to  enable  health  authorities  to  co-operate  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  has  no  power  of  enforcement 
under  the  Health  Acts  in  cases  of  breaches,  or  suspected 
breaches,  of  the  Regulations  which  are  brought  to  the  notice  of 


Health  Authorities  by  the  Society  or  its  inspectors.  For  example, 
the  health  authorities  may  find  it  expedient  from  time  to  time, 
in  particular  cases,  to  authorise  one  of  its  whole-time  pharmacists 
to  inspect  a  chemist's  or  druggist's  file  of  prescriptions  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  evidence  of  a  breach  of  the  regulations." 

Shortly  after  that  directive  had  been  sent  out,  some 
health  authorities  had  appointed  full-time  pharmacists  as 
authorised  officers.  Mr.  O'Donnell  said  he  would  like  to 
have  the  directive  written  into  the  Regulations,  and  The 
President  that  he  would  like  a  summary  of  the  conditions 
circulated  to  each  local  association,  so  that  pharmacists 
would  know  the  position. 

Mr.  F.  Loughman  said  that  doctors  should  also  be 
required  to  write  prescriptions  correctly,  and  to  see  that 
prescriptions  for  controlled  preparations  complied  fully 
with  the  regulations. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Power  added  that  local  associations  should 
be  made  fully  aware  of  anomalies  regarding  topical  pre- 
parations. Mr.  Miller  said  it  should  also  be  pointed 
out  that  the  regulations  were  only  temporary. 

The  Registrar  reported  that  he  had  consulted  the 
Society's  legal  adviser  (Mr.  Gaynor)  about  the  Council's 
decision  to  engage  counsel  to  investigate  whether  the 
constitutional  rights  of  pharmacists  were  being  violated 
by  the  introduction  of  recent  Health  Acts.  Mr.  Gaynor 
had  suggested  that  they  should  first  consult  the  Society's 
junior  counsel,  who  was  a  well  known  constitutional 
lawyer  and  Mr.  Coleman  said  he  was  now  preparing  facts 
and  figures  to  place  before  junior  counsel. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  J.  B.  Murphy,  Mr.  H.  P.  Corrigan 
said  that  current  negotiations  with  the  Department  of 
Health  in  regard  to  the  dispensary  system,  had  caused 
his  original  proposal  to  consult  counsed  to  be  deferred. 
The  President  confirmed  that  a  committee  had  been 
appointed  to  consult  counsel  and  brief  him. 

Dr.  W.  E.  Boles  asked  what  effect  a  sub  leading  article 
in  the  current  Irish  Chemist  and  Druggist  would  have 
on  the  decision.  "So  far  as  I  am  concerned  I  will  do  my 
own  work."  remarked  The  President. 

Mr.  Miller  urged  that  counsel  should  be  given,  without 
delay,  copies  of  the  various  memoranda  that  had  been 
submitted  to  Ministers  and  Government  Departments. 

The  President  announced  that  it  had  been  decided  to 
award  a  prize,  not  for  an  essay  as  had  been  suggested 
originally,  but  to  the  pharmacist  putting  on  the  best  window 
display  during  Farm  Hygiene  Week.  A  number  of  local 
associations  had  pledged  support  for  the  Week. 

Messrs.  H.  P.  Corrigan  and  D.  J.  Kennelly  were  ap- 
pointed visitors  for  the  forthcoming  examinations.  Arising 
from  a  report  that  the  Department  of  Education  had  made 
a  grant  of  £18,000  for  the  College  of  Pharmacy  for  the  year 
1967-68,  The  President  said  an  interview  was  being 
sought  with  Department  officials  to  discuss  the  College's 
future. 

No  Re  introduction  of  Druggists'  Examination 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  M.  J.  Foley  (secretary,  Asso- 
ciation of  Registered  Druggists  of  Ireland)  requesting  that 
the  reintroduction  of  the  Dispensing  Chemists  and  Drug- 
gists' examination  should  be  considered.  It  was  decided 
to  write  to  Mr.  Foley  pointing  out  that  the  Council  had 
no  power  to  grant  the  request.  Mr.  Foley  had  stated  that 
officials  of  the  Department  of  Health  had  informed  his 
Association  that  the  Minister  would  offer  no  objection  to 
any  arrangement  agreed  with  the  Society.  The  Registrar 
said  he  had  reminded  Mr.  Foley  of  the  Council's  con- 
clusion in  1965  that  the  Minister  for  Health  could  not 
be  persuaded  to  introduce  the  legislation  needed  for  the 
provision  of  an  examination  similar  to  that  held  under 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1951. 
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In  reply  to  a  question,  the  registrar  stated  that  any 
person  who  had  completed  his  apprenticeship  and  regis- 
tered with  the  Society  before  July  1951  was  still  eligible 
to  take  the  Registered  Druggist  examination  if  he  wished 
to  do  so.  The  number  on  the  register  was  sixty-four,  many 
of  whom  had  not  shown  any  interest  in  the  qualifying 
examination. 

A  letter  received  from  Seoul  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion, South  Korea,  stated  that  the  Association  was  pro- 
moting a  goodwill  mission  by  means  of  an  exchange  of 
information  with  other  pharmaceutical  Associations  in  the 
free  world  on  academic  and  other  pharmaceutical  activities. 
The  President  said  that  the  Council  would  furnish  any 
information  it  considered  might  benefit  the  Association. 
Mr.  Miller,  adding  his  support  for  the  suggestion,  said 
he  was  intrigued  by  the  composition  of  the  Seoul  Associa- 
tion. Apparently  the  president  was  surrounded  by  experts. 

From  Dr.  D.  W.  P.  Boyd  (director,  Post-graduate  Educa- 
tion Committee)  came  a  copy  of  a  letter  "typical  of  many 
such  letters  from  overseas  pharmacists,  which  is  indicative 
of  the  measure  of  appreciation  of  the  course  of  tuition 
provided  by  this  Committee."  written  by  Mr.  J.  Hawksley, 
Bairnsdale,  Victoria.  Australia. 

Mr.  Paul  Hayes  (secretary,  Galway  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion) wrote  thanking  the  Council  for  deciding  to  hold 
the  1968  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in  Galway  during 
Pharmacy  Week. 

From  the  Medical  Registration  Council  came  notifica- 
tion of  the  adoption  of  certain  amendments  effective  from 
October  2.  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

The  law  agent  reported  that  all  outstanding  retention 
fees  had  been  paid. 

The  Society's  inspector  (Mr.  Cummins)  reported  that 
pharmacists  were  becoming  increasingly  irritated  by  the 
volume  of  medicine  passing  through  channels  other  than 
pharmacies. 

A  Taxation  Point 

Dr.  W.  E.  Boles  understood  that  a  number  of  phamacists 
had  been  granted  exemptions  by  the  revenue  authorities 
in  regard  to  turnover  tax  on  dispensing  fees  for  the  com- 
pounding of  prescriptions.  He  had  been  told  that  a 
lumber  of  pharmacists  were  deducting  such  tax  and  not 
"eturning  it  to  the  authorities.  If  that  had  the  approval 
}f  the  authorities  he  would  like  it  publicised,  so  that 
pharmacists  generally  could  take  advantage  of  the  reliefs. 
The  Registrar  said  he  understood  the  Irish  Drug  Associa- 
ion  had  raised  the  matter  with  the  revenue  authorities. 
Mr.  Miller  said  he  had  been  claiming  the  allowance 
or  professional  fees  in  pharmacy.  Opticians  also  did  so. 
rVhile  the  exemption  had  not  been  granted  officially,  it 
lad  not  been  turned  down.  He  would  favour  seeking 
in  official  ruling.  The  Registrar  said  the  Revenue  Cora- 
nissioners  had  said  it  was  proposed  to  grant  income  tax 
elief  to  individuals  who  incurred  medical  expenses  over 
150  and  under  £300  in  the  course  of  a  single  year.  The 
elief  would  apply  in  respect  of  payments  made  (a)  for 
he  professional  services  of  a  medical  practitioner;  (b) 
or  maintenance  and  treatment  in  hospitals  or  institutions 
nd  (c)  for  drugs,  medicines  and  appliances  prescribed 
y  a  medical  practitioner.  Expenses  incurred  during  the 
ear,  April  5.  1967,  to  April  4,  1968,  would  be  allowable. 
|  ut  not  until  the  next  fiscal  year. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Power  mentioned  that  the  report  of  the  Com- 
lission  of  Inquiry  on  Mental  Illness  had  disclosed  that 
I  te  number  of  drug  addicts  in  the  country  was  negligible — 
favourable  position  that  existed,  he  said,  through  the 
iligence   and   conscientiousness  of  pharmacists. 
Dr.    Boles   reported    that   the   Practice   of  Pharmacy 
ommittee   had   given   further   consideration   to   a  draft 
I  )de  of  ethics  based  on  that  of  the  International  Pharma- 
I  :utical  Federation.  He  thought  it  would  be  desirable  to 
|  3tain  the  opinions  of  the  various  organised  groups  in 
larmacy  as  well  as  the  comments  of  the  Department  of 


Health.  It  had  been  felt  that  the  proposals  submitted  by 
Mr.  Meagher  on  post-graduate  education  (see  C.  &  D., 
April  29,  p.  404)  might  prove  too  costly  for  the  Post- 
graduate Education  Committee,  which  recommended  that  it 
should  examine  the  possibility  of  renting  or  purchasing  the 
appropriate  visual  aids  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain  or  some  other  source.  It  was  further 
recommended  that  the  Council  should  discuss  with  the 
Committee  all  the  implications  involved  in  the  question 
of  diplomas.  The  Committee  had  decided  to  recommend  no 
change  in  the  regulations  regarding  the  supply  of  emblems 
to  Registered  Druggists,  since  it  was  intended  to  identify 
those  qualified  to  dispense.  Pharmacists  were  being  recom- 
mended as  a  group  to  contribute  towards  alleviating 
distress  in  the  Far  East.  All  the  recommendations  were 
accepted  by  the  Council.

Production  of  Essential  Oils 

FOUR  "DON'TS"  FOR  DEVELOPING  COUNTRIES 


FOUR  pitfalls  that  countries  seeking 
to  establish  an  essential  oils  industry 
should  avoid  were  given  by  Dr.  E. 
Guenther  (senior  vice-president, 
Fritzsche  Brothers,  Inc.,  U.S.A.)  at  the 
final  session  of  the  conference  on 
"Essential  Oils  Production  in  Develop- 
ing Countries"  see  C.  &  D.,  May  13, 
p.  436),  held  in  London,  May  15-19. 
They  were :  Do  not  embark  on  such 
oils  as  lemongrass.  where  it  is  known 
that  synthetics  may  take  over.  Keep  off 
natural  flowers  like  jasmin  or  tuberose 
which  require  expert  cultivation,  collec- 
tion and  processing  as  well  as  expen- 
sive equipment.  Do  not  embark  on  a 
programme  without  first  carrying  out 
a  market  survey  on  a  world  basis.  Do 
not  produce  on  a  large  scale  at  the 
beginning,  but  on  a  laboratory  scale 
followed  by  pilot  scale. 

Some  of  the  oils  which  Dr.  Guenther 
thought  might  satisfactorily  be  de- 
veloped were  lime,  which  was  in  grow- 
ing demand  and  currently  under-pro- 
duced: cinnamon — Ceylon  quills  were 
"pricing  themselves  out  of  the  market"; 
also  the  oils  at  present  mainly  produced 
by  Spain,  which  were  getting  dearer 
because  of  rising  labour  costs,  and 
which  some  African  countries  might 
well  produce.  Mechanisation  should  be 
employed  wherever  possible. 

Some  essential  oils  were  far  too 
cheap,  he  claimed.  In  fact  they  were 
little  above  the  1939  values.  Con- 
sumers of  essential  oils  had  a  moral 
obligation  to  see  that  the  producer 
got  a  fair  price  for  his  crop.  But  how 
could  that  be  achieved?  It  was  an  in- 
tricate problem.  The  essential-oil  in- 
dustry', which  had  been  plagued  by 
lack  of  planning,  supplied  a  large 
number  of  different  industries.  His 
own  company  supplied  no  less  than 
forty-five  industries.  More  planning 
was  needed  if  fluctuations  in  prices 
were  to  be  avoided.  High  prices  were 
just  as  bad  in  the  long  run  for  the 
producer  as  uneconomic  ones,  since 
they  caused  the  consumer  to  turn  to 
a  substitute.  Dr.  Guenther  wondered 
if  a  central  committee  of  experts 
could  be  set  up  to  plan  production, 
and  to  give  help  to  growers.  Perhaps 
some  of  the  foreign  aid  money  that 
was  being  dispensed  by  various  gov- 
ernments (and  which,  he  believed,  was 
"often  wasted"), 
could  be  employed 
to  help  farmers  to 
grow  new  crops  of 
aromatic  plants. 

The  suggestion  to 
set  up  such  a  com- 
mittee received 
little  support  from

the  floor,  several  delegates  claiming 
that  it  was  either  impracticable  or 
had  already  been  tried  without  success. 

The  conference  had  been  opened 
on  May  14  by  Mr.  Arthur  Bottom- 
ley  (Minister  of  Overseas  Develop- 
ment), who  had  stressed  the  advant- 
ages of  low  bulk  and  high  value  that 
essential  oils  offered  to  the  economy 
of  developing  countries.  Common- 
wealth countries,  he  said,  had  been 
less  active  in  exploiting  the  market  for 
such  oils  than  had  the  French-speaking 
territories.  In  the  Comores  and 
Reunion,  for  instance,  essential-oil 
production  represented  28  and  14  per 
cent,  respectively  of  their  total  in- 
comes. He  realised  that  such  crops 
would  seldom  form  a  major  part  of 
a  country's  exports,  but  they  could 
well  make  a  useful  contribution  to  a 
sound  and  healthy  economy,  based  on 
a  diversity  of  products.  With  the  ulti- 
mate purchaser  several  thousand  miles 
away  from  the  producer,  and  the  oils 
going  through  intermediaries,  it  was 
not  always  easy  for  the  producer  to 
appreciate  what  was  required.  In  wish- 
ing the  180  delegates  from  thirty-two 
countries  a  successful  conference,  he 
hoped  the  meeting  would  hear  the 
views  of  both  sides. 

The  Minister's  address  was  followed 
by  the  inaugural  lecture,  given  by  Dr. 
Guenther,  who  subsequently  intro- 
duced a  film  taken  by  him  about  two 
years  ago :  "Essential  Oils  of  the  Medi- 
terranean." 

Altogether  nineteen  papers  were  pre- 
sented during  the  course  of  the  con- 
ference. A  summary  of  some  of  them 
is  given  below:  — 

Production  of  American  Peppermint 
(Piperata)  Oil  (Dr.  N.  K.  Ellis,  Pur- 
doe  University.  U.S.A.,  Agricultural 
Experimental  Station.) 

The  crop  is  propagated  asexually. 
chiefly  from  stolons.  Row  cultivation 
(in  the  row  widths  used  for  other  row 
crops)  is  practised  the  first  year.  Ap- 
proved herbicides  are  not  altogether 
satisfactory,  and  hand  labour  is  re- 
quired. Necessary  factors  for  optimum 
yield  are  a  friable  fertile  soil;  generous 
rainfall  or  irrigation;  sixteen-hours-plus 
of  daylight;  a  high  light  intensity; 
disease-free  plants;  crop  rotation.  The 


most  serious  disease  is  caused  by  Ver- 
ticillium  Alboatrum,  controllable  by 
fumigation  (though  method  is  not  fully 
economical). 

Essential  Oil  Production  in  Morocco 

(M.  L.  Favro,  read  by  M.  C.  Roux, 
Paris) 

Because  of  the  wide  range  of  climate 
in  Morocco,  many  essential-oil  crops 
can  be  grown.  Clary  sage  will  grow 
well  if  well  watered,  but  it  reaches 
maturity  when  the  hot  dry  wind  pre- 
vails, with  the  result  that  the  seeds 
are  blown  away.  The  market  for  the 
oil  collapsed  with  the  intervention  of 
Soviet  competition.  Morocco  is  second 
only  to  Reunion  in  volume  of  produc- 
tion of  geranium.  High  prices  have 
helped  development  of  the  oil.  but 
production  is  stabilised  at  15  to  20 
tons  a  year.  Production  of  estragon 
is  500  kilos.  Jasmin  has  to  be  collected 
quickly  once  it  is  ready  for  picking. 
Pickers  who  would  otherwise  have  a 
long  distance  to  travel  are  accommo- 
dated in  tents  on  the  site  during  the 
operations. 

Developments  in  Pimento  Production, 

(Dr.  G.  P.  Chapman  (University  of 
West  Indies)). 

Jamaica  has  a  world  monopoly  of 
pimento  and  one  that  earns  the  Island 
more  than  £1  million  a  year.  The  trees 
yield  both  berries  and  leaf  oil,  though 
the  former  is  at  present  the  more  im- 
portant. In  1961  a  research  programme 
was  begun  for  the  crop,  which  pre- 
viously had  been  almost  entirely  ne- 
glected. Principal  results  during  the 
past  six  years  have  been  elucidation 
of  the  mating  system,  rationalisation 
of  management  techniques,  control  of 
rust  disease,  and  the  adoption  of 
vegetative  propagation.  Pimento  has 
an  unusual  mating  system,  described  as 
"incipient  dioecy."  Flowers  are  struc- 
turally hermaphrodite  but  functionally 
dioecious.  Understanding  of  the  floral 
system  indicates  how  that  difficulty 
may  be  overcome.  To  increase  the 
proportion  of  productive  or  berry- 
yielding  trees  it  is  necessary  to  resort 
to  vegetative  propagation.  Chip  bud- 
ding and  approach  grafting  have  been 
found  satisfactory,  and  the  latter  is 
now  being  used  for  mass  production 
of  planting  material.  Various  consider- 
ations govern  the  layout  of  plantation 
such  as  the  placement  of  pollenizer 
trees.  One  lavout  used  was:  —

The  author  sought  information  on 
what  constitutes  an  excellent  oil  so 
far  as  the  consumer  is  concerned.  Gas 
chromatography  could  provide  a  pat- 
tern of  the  chemical  constituents,  but 
opinion  was  that  odour  and  smell  alone 
could  distinguish  a  "good"  oil.

)f  the  essential  oils  it  requires.  Efforts 
ire  being  made  to  improve  local  pro- 
duction. With  slides  Mr.  McKern  con- 
rasted  the  old-style  and  now  uneco- 
lomic  method  of  harvesting  with  a 
:omparatively  new  industry  in  Nor- 
hern  Tasmania,  where  planning  of 
irops  to  utilise  mechanisation  and  the 
election  of  plants  gave  a  high  yield 
if  lavender  oil,  which  was  now  pay- 
ig  dividends. 

itrus  Oils  (J.  W.  Seymour  (S.  &  S.

Considerable  technical,  sociological 
i  economic  barriers  have  to  be  over- 
ne  in  order  to  get  a  potentially  valu- 
je  export  crop  into  production,  even 
en  the  necessary  basic  research  and 
elopment  work  has  been  done.  The 
st  promising  sort  of  development 
f    both  producers  and  consumers  of 


specialist  products  seems  to  lie  in  the 
direction  of  close  collaboration  be- 
tween them,  so  that  the  quality  is 
right  and  the  producer  is  assured  of 
a  market.  That  sort  of  development  is 
familiar  in  temperate  agriculture  (for 
example  in  situations  where  freezers 
and  canners  more  or  less  completely 
control  the  production  of  the  vege- 
tables that  they  will  process.)  Vanilla 
production  in  Uganda  supplies  an  in- 
teresting tropical  comparison.  In  the 
discussion  the  author's  implied  sug- 
gestion of  cutting  out  the  merchants 
was  criticised  by  some  delegates. 

Marketing  Essential  Oils  (W.  A.  Enne- 
ver  (R.  C.  Treatt  &  Co.,  Ltd.  London) 
Production  of  essential  oils  calls  for 
the  utmost  patience  and  close  super- 
vision at  all  stages,  especially  with  new 
oils,  for  which  the  establishment  of  a 
market  demands  continuity  of  supply 
and  standard  quality.  A  new  oil  is 
more  likely  to  become  established  if 
its  marketing  is  entrusted  to  somebody 
closely  conversant  with  the  essential- 
oils  market,  aware  of  new  develop- 
ments and  trends,  and  who  knows  how 
the  oil  compares  with  other  oils  of 
similar  type.  London  is  still  one  of  the 
principal  markets  for  oils.  Theoreti- 
cally direct  selling  to  the  consumer 
would  appear  to  give  the  producer  a 
chance  to  get  more  money  for  his 
oil  and  enable  the  consumer  to  buy 
more  cheaply  than  through  the  mer- 
chant. However  it  does  not  work  out 
that  way  in  practice.  Few  large  users 
could  take  the  whole  of  a  producer's 
crop. 

To  an  assertion  that  samples  did  not 
always  agree  with  the  eventual  goods 
delivered,  Mr.  Ennever  said  that,  if 
that  were  the  case,  it  lent  force  to  his 
argument. 

Flavour  Requirements  for  Essential 
Oils  (G.  R.  A.  Short  Bush  Boake 
Allen,  Ltd.) 

Main  requirements  of  the  flavour  in- 
dustry are  essential  oils  having  organo- 
leptic characteristics  approaching  as 
nearly  as  possible  those  of  the  raw 
materials  from  which  they  are  pro- 
duced. It  is  important,  once  a  parti- 
cular type  of  oil  has  been  selected  for 
a  specific  purpose,  that  both  quality 
and  continuity  of  supply  should  be 
maintained.  A  census  of  the  raw 
materials  used  in  the  essence  industry, 
taken  a  few  years  ago,  showed  the 
list  to  include  about  120  essential  oils. 
Of  the  citrus  oils  bergamot  is  used 
to  mix  with  other  oils;  sweet  orange 
varies  according  to  source  —  there  is 
not  enough  Jamaican  at  present;  le- 
mon from  Australia  is  good  but  there 
is  no  surplus  for  export.  English  pep- 
permint, though  two  to  three  times  as 
dear  as  the  imported,  is  still  in  de- 
mand. Cochin  ginger  is  "more  power- 


ful but  less  refined"  than  Jamaican. 
Seychelles  cinnamon  bark  is  "dis- 
tinctly inferior"  to  the  Ceylon  bark. 

Perfumery  Requirements  for  Essen- 
rial  Oils  (R.  S.  Fenn,  I.F.F.  (Great 
Britain),  Ltd.) 

The  discriminating  perfumery  house 
endeavours  to  provide  its  clients  with 
fragrances  of  consistently  good  quality, 
having  near  constant  odour  from  one 
delivery  to  another.  The  perfume  house 
welcomes  new  sources,  since  they  may 
have  a  novel  odour.  Before  employ- 
ing new  oils  in  their  formulations  they 
must  be  assured  of  regular  supply  as 
well  as  constant  odour,  year  by  year. 

Reunion  Oils 

A  number  of  papers  were  presented 
in  French,  among  them  two  on  the 
oil  industry  in  Reunion  (read  by  M. 
Marty  on  behalf  of  the  authors).  The 
papers  described  the  features  of  the 
local  market  and  the  difficulties  caused 
by  cyclones,  rises  in  costs,  over- 
production, and  variable  market  prices. 
Some  of  those  difficulties  had  been 
reduced  by  the  creation  in  1963  of  a 
purchasing  co-operative  supported  by 
the  Administration  and  by  agreements 
between  the  various  groups  concerned 
with  production  and  marketing.  Pro- 
duction of  the  main  oil  —  geranium 
1 —  was  limited  to  70  tons  a  year.  A 
surplus  level  of  100  tons  is  fixed,  but 
at  the  beginning  of  the  scheme  it  was 
high.  Gradually  the  excess  surplus  is 
being  reduced  —  at  May  1  it  was 
209  tons  and  by  1969  it  should  be  used 
up.  The  plants  should  not  be  grown 
below  800  metres  and  flourish  best  on 
ground  facing  the  sea.  The  island  could 
produce  upwards  of  300  tons  of  gera- 
nium oil  a  year  if  required. 

Field  Stills  (W.  S.  A.  Matthews  (Tro- 
pical Products  Institute)). 

Still  unit  and  the  distillation  tech- 
nique should  be  considered  as  a  phy- 
sico-chemical process.  The  field  still, 
whether  for  experimental  or  commer- 
cial production,  should  be  designed, 
constructed  and  operated  from  that 
viewpoint.  The  Institute  has  provided 
guidance  to  many  developing  coun- 
tries on  the  design  and  selection  of 
suitable  distillation  equipment,  both 
for  new  projects  and  for  the  operation 
of  existing  units.  The  quality  of  an  oil 
depends  more  on  careful  use  of  the 
equipment  than  on  the  equipment  itself.

What  doctors  are  reading  about  developments 
in  drugs  and  treatments 

POSSIBLE  toxic  hazards  from  plastics 
sterilised  by  ethylene  oxide  are  re- 
ported by  workers  at  King's  College 
Hospital  medical  school,  London.  They 
have  investigated  whether  ethylene 
chlorhydrin,  a  toxic  and  persistent  sub- 
stance, can  be  formed  by  reaction 
between  ethylene  oxide  and  any 
chloride  present  in  the  material  that  is 
being  sterilised.  They  found  that  appre- 
ciable amounts  of  the  toxic  chemical 
could  be  washed  from  ethylene-oxide- 
sterilised  PVC  that  had  previously  been 
sterilised  by  gamma  irradiation  (hydro- 
chloric acid  is  a  decomposition  product 
of  such  irradiation  of  PVC).  No  ethy- 

NOTES  ON  NEW 

BANISTYL.  —  Chemistry:  2-dimethylsulpha- 
moyl- 10,  2-dimethy  laminopropylphenothiazine 
mesylate.  This  derivative  of  phenothiazine, 
also  known  as  dimethothiazine,  has  many  of 
the  antihistaminic  properties  of  prometha- 
zine, as  measured  by  the  degree  of  protection 
it  affords  against  histamine  given  by  aerosol 
or  intravenous  injection,  or  its  spasmolytic 
action  on  isolated  guinea  pig  ileum.  Some 
manifestations  of  allergy  are  connected  with 
the  release  of  serotonin  as  well  as  of  hista- 
mine, and  dimethothiazine  appears  to  be 
more  active  than  promethazine  as  an  anti- 
serotonin  agent,  as  shown  by  the  protection 
afforded  against  serotonin-induced  broncho- 
spasm  and  oedema  in  experimental  animals. 
The  drug  also  has  anti-bradykinin  and  anti- 
Parkinsonism  activity.  One  of  its  main 
clinical  advantages  is  a  minimum  sedative 
effect  which  makes  the  drug  useful  in  con- 
trolling the  day-time  symptoms  of  hay-fever 
and  other  allergic  conditions.  However, 
owing  to  individual  variation  in  response  to 
antihistamines,  dimethothiazine  should  not 
be  given  to  patients  in  charge  of  vehicles 
until  any  sedative  effects  have  been  assessed. 

HYDREA. — Chemistry :  /V-carbamoyl-hydroxy- 
lamine  (hydroxyurea).  This  substance  has 
attracted  attention  recently  because  of  its 
anti-neoplastic  properties.  Chemically  it  is  a 
simple  compound  and  so  differs  from  the 
majority  of  cytostatic  drugs,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  urethane  (ethyl  carbamate).  The 


lene  chlorhydrin  was  found  if  there 
had  been  no  presterilisation  by  irradia- 
tion. However,  chlorhydrin  was  always 
found  when  physiological  saline,  or 
blood  containing  an  anticoagulant,  was 
used  in  place  of  distilled  water  for 
washing,  the  compound  being  formed 
by  reaction  of  the  chloride  in  the  fluids 
with  residues  of  ethylene  oxide 
emanating  from  the  plastic.  Rubber, 
soft  nylon  and  polyethylene  gave 
similar  results,  owing  to  residual  ethy- 
lene oxide.  Further  experiments 
showed  that  enough  ethylene  oxide  to 
give  detectable  amounts  of  ethylene 
chlorhydrin  was  still  being  liberated  up 
to  six  days  after  sterilisation.  The 
authors  therefore  recommend  that  all 
irradiation  -  sterilised  PVC  tubing 
should  be  discarded  after  use,  and  that 
ethylene-oxide-sterilised  plastics  should 
be  stored  for  one  week  before  being 
used  in  procedures  entailing  prolonged 
contact  with  fluids  containing  chloride.

MEDICAMENTS 

latter  drug  has  been  used  in  the  palliative 
treatment  of  various  forms  of  leukaemia, 
with  occasional  success.  Hydroxyurea  is 
active  against  a  wider  range  of  malignant 
lesions,  and  appears  to  act  by  interfering 
with  one  or  more  phases  of  DNA  metabo- 
lism. That  brings  about  a  modification  in 
the  development  of  the  cell  so  that  the 
effects  are  most  marked  in  cells  that  are 
rapidly  dividing.  As  such  cells  are  present 
in  malignant  growths,  the  drug  has  a  rela- 
tively selective  action,  though  careful  assess- 
ment of  dose  is  essential.  Too  high  a  dose 
may  depress  the  activity  growing  blood- 
forming  cells  of  the  bone  marrow,  and 
blood-counts  should  be  continued  through- 
out treatment. 
PROPADERM. — Chemistry :  9  a-chloro- 16-/3- 
methylprednisolone  dipropionate,  also  known 
as  beclomethasone  dipropionate.  The  base 
is  an  analogue  of  betamethasone,  from  which 
it  differs  only  in  the  replacement  of  fluorine 
in  the  a-position  by  chlorine.  Many  potent 
steroids  have  been  synthesised  since  the 
discovery  of  hydrocortisone,  but  few  are 
more  effective  than  the  older  drug  when 
applied  topically.  Considerable  effort  has 
been  spent  on  the  problem  of  structure  and 
activity,  and  it  is  now  known  that  with 
steroids  possessing  hydroxyl  groups  at  the 
17  and  21  positions,  esterification  with  fatty 
acids  increases  the  local  anti-inflammatory 
action.     With    other    steroids,     where  the 


hydroxyl  groups  occupy  the  16  and  17 
positions,  formation  of  the  acetonide  deri- 
vative also  increases  the  local  activity.  Pro- 
paderm  represents  a  development  of  the 
esterification  method  of  increasing  activity, 
and  the  greater  effect  is  probably  due  to 
the  increased  penetration  of  the  ester  into 
the  skin  when  applied  locally.  This  in- 
creased activity  is  reflected  in  the  lower 
concentration  of  the  drug  used  in  topical 
applications,  and  this  activity  is  further 
exploited  by  the  exhibition  of  the  drug  as 
a  cream  or  ointment,  for  selective  use 
according  to  the  type  of  skin  condition  to 
be  treated.  In  common  with  other  steroids, 
beclomethasone  has  no  antibacterial  proper- 
ties, and  Propaderm-A,  which  contains  the 
antibiotic  chlortetracycline,  is  available  for 
use  when  a  topical  steroid  is  indicated,  but 
where  the  inflamed  area  is,  or  may  become 
infected.
